The Senate Has Adopted a Resolu- 


tion to Adjourn on Hay 12th, 


to Which the House 


Concurred. 


Columbus,. O., May 1.—There was 


more insurance talk and more of tax- 
ation la the house when the Willis 
and Hypes insurance bills caiae up. 
The first requires that fees paid by 
fraternal insurance companies are to 
be paid Into the state treasury and 
that when aa examination is made o£ 
an Ohio company in a foreign state, 
an examination, shall also be made in. 
this stato with , the same conditions. 
aiut charsas. 
Another bill by Mr. 


Willis provi-des that all fees paid' by 
insurance companies shall be paid 
into the state treasury, anil that all 
examinations made hereafter shall be 
charged to the company should they 
demand the elimination. The office 
of insurance ccsusJssioner is then 
placed upon a salary basis, provision, 
lor which has already been made In 
the appropriations bills, 


A bill by Mr. Hypes of Clark comity 


provides that all expenses ot examin- 
ing bond Investment companies shall 
be paid out of the state treasury. The 
bill also requires that whenever an 
examination of this kind is made of 
an Ohio corporation in another state, 
the same- rule shall apply to corpora- 
tions organized In such states doing 
business in Ohio. The fees so charged 
shall be paid into the state treasury, 
A bill by Mr. Binckley of Perry coun- 
ty applies the terms of the Hypes bill 
to building associations. 


The end of what has been the long- 


est session of the legislature in many 
years is now in sight. 
The senate 


adopted a resolution to. take the sine 
die. adjournment on May 12. 
Tbe 


resolution, was "shot" across to the 
house, and there was concurred in by 
a vote of £G to 9. 


There was considerable discussion 


over a bill by Senator Chamberlain to 
permit street railway companies to 
furnish natural or artificial gas for 
heating or lighting purposes. The bill 
permits street railway companies to 
receive franchises for the purpose or 
to acquire franchises already granted 
to other corporations. The measure 
was passed. 


The passage of the Jones bill cre- 


ates the onico of state inspector of 
a!r hose aad 
automatic couplings, 


whose duty .it will be to look after 
this part of the machinery of the rail- 
roads. He is to receive an annual 
salary of ft,500. The appointment is 
to be made by the state commissioner 
of railroads and telegraphs, and be 
must have had seven years' practical 
experience in railroading. 


The bouse passed into a law the 


Hosea "standard 
policy" insurance 


bill. The bil! upon its face prescribes 
•a form of policy to be used by all 
companies whs insure against flre in 
this state. One of the provisions in 
the bill which was most bitterly op- 
posed is the repeal of the anti-co- 
insurance law. 
The present law re- 


quires that the insured must bear a 
part of the insurance himself. 


The Archer police court bill was 


passed. This law provides for the ap- 
pointment of a police justice in all 
cities and Tillages. The appointment 
i» made by a two-thirds vote of the 
councils and upon the recommenda- 
tion of the mayor. 


Mr. Denman's insurance bill was 


passed. It provides for «ta rein- 
surance of risks in any company, 
whereas the- present law requires that 
reinsurance 
can be made only with 


companies authorized to do business 
in this state. 


In ths Senate. 


Two bills were sent to a long rest 


in the senate, one the Rowland meas- 
ure to create a state board for the 
examination Of horseshoers, and the 
other by Representative Hayes of 
Hamilton county to require that legal 
publications be made in Afro-Ameri- 
can papers in the counties where such 
papers are published. 


The Gear Cigaret feiH, to place a 


prohibitory tax upon the sale of cig- 
arets, was brought out to be taken 
out of the hands of the committee on 
taxation. It was postponed until next 
Wednesday, but the chances are very 
favorable that U will not be heard 
from again. The senate passed the 


Comings bftl to codify tie health laws 
of the state,

The Burnham redistricfcfng bill tak- 


ing Warren county from th<? Sixth and 
*dding it to the Third congressional 
district; and detaching: Palrfield coun- 
ty from the Twelfth, and adding it to 
the Eleventh district, caine up in the 
semtte and was passed by a strict 
party vote without debate. The bill 
makes both the Third and Twelfth 
districts Republican. 


Senator ;Herrlc"fc of Cleveland intro- 


duced A bill in the senate which is an- 
ticipatory of a -decision by supreme 
court knocWng out the charter law for 
that city, and wiich provides that in 
case any such decision Is rendered, 
relating to any city, then the present- 
officers shall continue to serve until- 
the next spring election, In order that 
chaos would not follow.

sons' idea to label their beef and 
pork packings "U S," anil as Samuel 
"Wilson was generally tailed "Uncle 
Sam," the army quickly referred to 
the supplies as "Uncle Sam's." This 
title quickly was applied to the gov- 
ernment, and after the war was used 
everywhere in that sense.

Wheeling, May l.^-At the conven- 


tion of the Amalgamated- Association, 
the report of-the committee on legis- 
lation and general laws-was disposed 
of, and the report of the committee 
on good of the order,- claims, griev- 
ances and appeals was taken up. One 
01 the most important matters con- 
sidered was the proposition, to change 
the system of dues. The dues now are 
60 cents a month, and a resolution 
•was offered to change to a system by 
which members would pay in propor- 
tion to their wages. The proposition 
was voted down by a decisive vote. 
Considerable discussion was had over 
the proposed increase in the defense 
fund. It is now $25,000, and the prop- 
osition was to increase it to $100,000. 
The most prominent members of the 
association favored the change, argu- 
ing that the last strike was lost be- 
cause the association did not have 
sufficient funds to carry on the battle. 
Steps will be taken at once to put the 
association in a position to carry on 
a strike for 3. year should one ever 
occur again.
